work  done  by  enrolled  men  during.  * 
first  twenty-one  months  of  the  wo  * . 

ars  that  the  'camps  ‘"have  been  in  “ 
ion' at  ^535,000,000’.  This,  means  t ha r 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  have 
been  added  to  the  natural  resouce  wea 
of  the  nation  through  the  completion  c- 
a work  program  of  unprecedented  pro. 
ertions.  Business  recovery  has 
stimulated  through  the  exjendi  ui  ^ 

more  than  ^567,000,000  f or  tui  -d 

goods,  food  stuffs,  automotive  equip 
j:  Con.lH'd  on  2 
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ment , construction  material  and  other 
articles  needed  in  the  operation  of  the 
camps.  The  0CC  program  has  and  is  con- 
tributing to  national  health  through  bu- 
i Id ins  up  the  physical  condition  of  enr- 
ollees , through  teaching,  hundreds  of  th- 
ousands of  young  men  new  health  ha  jits 
and  sanitation  methods  and  through  deve- 
lopment of  ne”  recreational  areas  for  mi- 
llions of  Americans". 

The  Director  called  attention  to  a 
statement  by  the-  medical  service  of  the 
.war  Department  to  the  effect  that  the  • 
death  rate  among  CCC  enrolled  personnel 
has  been  about  one-third  as  high  as  that 
anon_  unselected  men  of  a similiar  age 
group. 

Included  with  Director  Fechner’s  comm- 
unication to  the  ’»hite  House  was  a series 
of  reports  prepared  by  the  departments  co- 
operating with  Direotor  Fechner  in  the 
administration  of  the  CCC  program,  ^our 
departments — the  Department  of  /Jar , the 
•Department  of  the  Interior,  the  Departm- 
ent of  agriculture  and  the  Department  of 
Labor — and  the  Veterans  5 Administration 
have  cooperated  actively  in  the  conserv- 
ation and  relief  work.  Sach  submitted  a 
> report  outlining  the  part  it  had  taken 
and  is  taking  in  the  conservation  corps 
work.  The  Labor  Department  set  forth 
the  methods  it  had  followed  in  selecting 
860,000  men  for  CCC  work,  concluding  with 
this  statement: 

"It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  from 
far  and  wide  that  the  Civilian  Conserva- 
tion dork  will  be  and  is  the  most  bene- 
ficial and  constructive  movement  for  the 
welfare  of  youth  in  these  times,  and  that 
the  ultimate  results  of  Emergency  Conser- 
vation Dork  will  prove  of  lasting  value 
not  only  to  the  men  of  the  Civilian  Cons- 
ervation Corps  but  also  to  their  homes, 
communities  and  to  the  entire  nation." 

The  Veterans’  administration  reported 
it  had  selected  80,000  war  veterans,  add- 
in,, that,  "it  is  estimated  that  emergency 
Conservation  dork  has  benefited  either 
directly  or  indirectly  approximately  26b, 

000  veterans  and  their  dependent  relativ- 
es . " 

The  Tar  Department,  which  is  respons- 
ible for  the  enrollment , feeding,  cloth- 
ing and  care  of  the  men  as  well  as  the 
construction  and  operation  of  the  canps, 
described  how  its  CCC  mission  was  -perfor- 
med, lifter  outlining 'in  detail  how  the 
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Regular  ^rmy  had  enrolled  940,000 
men,  constructed  and  operated  more  th- 
an 1,  600  forest  and  park  work  camps 
and  looked  after  the  supply,  transport- 
ation, welfare  and  administration  of 
the  CCC  in  the  field,  the  /ar  Depart- 
ment report  concluded: 

"The  success  of  the  Civilian  Cons- 
ervation Corps  has  attracted  attention 
to  the  .unerican  ^-army's  readiness  to 
perform  important  tasks  incid  nt  t^ 
the  emergencies  of  peace.  Our  people 
have  always  counted  with  complete  con- 
ficence  upon  the  loyalty,  devotion  tc 
duty  and  professional  ability  of  the 
.tinny  and  upon  its  efficiency  in  cop- 
in.  with  problems  incident  oO  war, 
earthquakes,  fire,  flood  and  drought. 

It  latest  accomplishment  has  demonst- 
rated its  value  as  an  agency  splend- 
idly trained  and  organized  to  meeo  and 
solve,  upon  a moment  s notice,  admin- 
istrative and  organizational  pro  1 • -s 
of  nation-wide  scope  and  magnitude. 

"In  reviewing  the  army’s  particip- 
ation in  the  Civilian  Conservation 
Corps  reflection  necessarily  dwells 
on  the  elements  chiefly  responsible 
for  the  Army’s  part  in  the  success  oi 
the  undertaking.  These  have  oeen  ear- 
ly and  through  planning  lor  t..-  t..aM 
the  rapid  mobilization  o±  strength  an  a 
movement  to  work  projects,  tL  itx r 
Department’s  sound  organization  for 
administration  and  supply  and  the  en- 
ergetic, enthusiastic  and  wholeheart- 
ed response  of  the  Army  in  the  field 
to  the  mission  assigned  to  the  far 
Department." 

The  task  of  planning  the  work  pro- 
grams, locating  the  camps  on  vor.w 
projects,  supplying  the  men  with  for- 
estry tools  and  heavy  equipment  as 
well  and  the  supervision  of  the  work 
in  the  field  was  performed  by  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  and  the 
Department  of  agriculture.  The  Depart- 
ment of  agriculture  has  supervised  a 
majority  oi  the  work  projects.  In  its 
report  it  said: 

"The  Act  of  March  31,  1933,  may  tru- 
ly be  said  to  have  oeen  one  oi  the  oi— 
ggest  and  best  things  that  has  ever 
happened  for  the  forests,  soils  and 
wild  life  of  the  United  States.  Acc- 
omplishments on  the  ground  under  the 
Hmergency  Conservation  dork  have  been 
. stupendous.  The  CCC  enrollees  while 
green,  underfed  and  untrained  a.v 
* Cont’d.-  on • Page  3 
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the  beginning,  have  made  an  enviaole  and 
lasting  contribution  to  American  conser- 
vation. 

"The  advancement  of  real  conservati- 
on in  the  United  States  by. the  Emergency 
Conservation  ^-.ct  of  liarch  31,  1933,  thr- 
ough the  work  of  the  CCC,  has  been  trem- 
endous and  heartening;  it  has  shoved  for- 
ward conservation  progress  from  ten  to 
twenty  years.  The  major  gains  have  been 
(a)  real  and  lasting  accomplishments  in 
the  forests  and  on  other  land;  (b)  gre- 
atly increased  public  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  the  meaning  and  purpose 
of  conservation  (c)  the  practical  train- 
ing of  CCC  enrollees  in  conservation  me- 
thods, practices  and  purposes  (d)  the 
nation-wide  stimulation  of  interest  in 
forestation,  soil  erosion  control  and 
conservation  on  the  part  of  states  and 
private  land  owners  (e)  a many-fold  in- 
crease in  the  rate  of  acquisition  of 
lands  for  national  forests  and  federal  ■ 
wild-life  refuges  and  (f)  an  accelerated 
program  of  forest  research  in  problems 
relating  directly  to  the  CCC  work  pro- 
jects . " 

The  CCC  work  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  centered  on  national  parks  and 
monuments,  on  state  parks,  on  Indian 
reservations  and  soil  erosion  prevent- 
ion. 

Extracts  from  its  report  as  follow; 

"Through  Emergency  Conservation  fork 
the  development  of  the  nation’s  recrea- 
tional areas  have  been  advances  further 
than  would  have  been  possible  in  ten  to 
twenty  years  under  the  old  order  that 
prevailed  prior  to  initiation  of  the 
Civilian  Conservation  Corps.  The  prac- 
tical benefits  from  land  development 
and  the  use  thereof  are  increased  imrne- 
asureably  when  one  takes  into  consider- 
ation the  good  done  to  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  yo-un^.  men  given  employment 
through  this  program. 

'•'Legislatures  in  a score  of  states 
are  planning  legislation  which  will  set 
up  state  park  authorities.  Interest  in 
conservation  and  recreation  stirred  up 
by...  two  years  of  Emergency  Conserva- 
tion fork  resulted  in  an  addition  o t 
457,000  acres  to  the  nation’s  state 
parks , 

"Emergency  Conservation  ’/ork  was 
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extended  to  the  .Indians  July  1,  1935, 
when,  reports  the  Office  of  Indian 
affairs,  ’the  annual  income  of  the  Ind- 
ians was  so  small  that  thousands  of  them 
were  in  great  need'. 

"It  is  estimated  that  approximately 
27,000  enrollees  had  been  employed  on 
Indian  Emergency  Conservation  Work  as 
of  March  31,  1935.  The  health  of  the 
Indians  has  been. benefited  considerably 
by  employment  on  Emergency  Conservation 
■Jork.  This  is  natural  consequence  of 
healthful  outdoor  and  good  food." 

The  number  of  men  enrolled,  the  num- 
ber of  camps  operated  together  > ith  de- 
tails as  to  the  amount  of  work  completed, 
etc.,  are  included  in  Mr.  Fechner’s 
report . 

Four  men,  a representative  each  from 
the  four  departments  cooperating  in  the 
CCC  work,  have  constituted  an  Advisory 
Council  for  Emergency  Conservation  '/ork. 
These  men  are  Colonel  Duncan  K.  i.^jor, 
Jr,,  for  the  Jar  Department;  Arno  B* 
Camrrierer , Director  of  the  National  Fark 
•Service,  for  the  Interior  Department; 

F.  A.  Silcox,  Chief  Forester  of  the  U. 

S.  Forest  Service,  for  the  Department 
of  agriculture  and  J.  Frank  Persons, 
Director  of  the  U.  S.  Employment  Ser- 
vice for  the  Department  of  Labor.
